Got a lot of browsing done while ‘resting' in bed from the flu, including 
some Panasonic surface mount resistor network 50 ohm unbalanced (and 
balanced 100/200/300 ohm) chip attenuators in values from 0.0db, 1.0db, 
2.0db, 3.0db, 4.0db, 5.0db (@ 0. & 10.0db. Wattage is strictly LOW POWER 
(0.04W) but great for received signal pads. Frequency range is DC-2.0GHz.

ALSO: 


I also have found a GaAs solid state that will handle up to10W (yes 10W) IC 
FET, SPDT, T/R Switch. It is about the size (or maybe smaller) of an SMT 
555 in an 8-pin SOIC package. It can run on OV and <12V and offers: typical 
37dB isolation or better from 0-500MHz; an IP3 > +63 dbM (and that was for 
900 MHz-I suspect that is better at HF); an overall frequency range of 
@-2.5GHz with a VSWR no more than 1.2:1 to 1GHz. Insertion loss is less 
than 0.6dB to 500MHz, and < 0.8dB to 2.5Ghz at 25 deg C or less. Control 
voltage can be between -12 and + 12 VDC as long as the actual voltage ‘sum 
is <12 VDC. Switching speed is also awesome, in the single digit nanosec 
range. Control current is only 500uUA max. 


I'll talk some more about this device when I have had a chance to check a 
parameter I DON'T like. They mention that, when ON, there may be something 
like 30mV "video feedthru" . I'm not really certain how that affects what 
WE want it for. However, the device was mainly intended for many 
applications, including primarily UHF++ mobile radio-as well as cellular, 
GSM, and GPS... so with all it's graphed specs obviously extending down to 
Q@ MHz, I can't see how whatever that 30mV really implies, really matters to 
us. Finally, it clearly LIKES being run from, say, about -12 VDC and © VDC. 
It WILL run at +12 VDC and zero... but some of the specs imply it's 
‘happier’ with something negative. 


Also, I'm not certain about availability and price. I'm getting 10 
(surplus) from a guy for about $1.70 each. More info when I know more.

Hi Pete, 


Sometimes, severe QSB on the AM MW broadcast band occurs because of 
interference between the skywave and groundwave signal. This usually occurs 
between about 50 and 100 miles from the transmitter however, not 900 miles. 
There's also the possibility of the carrier of WGN beating with another 
station. The geomagnetic conditions have been disturbed lately and I know 
that can cause rapid QSB on signals in the lower part of the HF spectrum. I 
haven't heard geomagnetic storm generated QSB on the medium waves though but 
I don't see why it couldn't happen, especially at the higher latitudes.

One application that I had thought of was to use the 1056 as the product 
detector and audio section of a superhet receiver. The old ARRL handbooks 
used to have an 80m and 40m receiver that used a 1.7MHz IF. Band selection 
was done by peaking the front-end tuned circuit on either 80m or 40m. The 
1056 could be set to 1.7MHz and the fine-tuning control used as the BFO 
adjustment. Another NE602 could be employed as the 1st mixer and osc and a 
crstal filter used for selectivity. 


Or, you could make it a single-band receiver too and choose the IF based on 
what crytals you happen to have around. 


Good for experimenting!
